nated for president of the United States at 
5:42 this (Saturday) morning after a night 
of the most sensational demonstrations of 
enthusiasm ever witnessed in ‘8 national 
convention. 


It had been a night of impassioned oratory, 
of taunting invective, of fervid pleas for har 


mony. 
‘Bryan Furnishes the Climax. 
The climax of the night of sensationalism 
came at 4 o'clock this morning, when, after 


| eight hours of noisy clamor, Wiliam J. Bryan, 


in the midst of absolute silence, began @ 
speech in which he seconded the nomination 
of Cockrell of Missouri. 

It was exactly 4 o’clock when the event for 
which the convention had been waiting ar- 
rived. Bryan came to the platform to speak, 

His efforts In the convention up to this 
moment had so told on his strength and on his 


‘| voice that he could barely be heard. 


There were cheers and shouts as he 
mounted the platform. There was almost 
absolute silence as he began to speak. 

Mr Bryan said: |

All Agreed to the Platform. 

Not only Bryan, but a good many southern 
and. western men wanted an income tax 
plank, which they in turn did not get, and 
yet all sections and all factions of tne party 
agreed to let the platform go exactly as re- 
ported by the committee on resolutions. 

Instead of there being a tendency towarda 
bolt by the Bryan men, that threatened op- 
position came from the radical gold standard 
people in New York state, led by August 
Belmont and Senator Pat McCarren and sec- 
onded to a certain extent by western men 
like James H. Eckels of Illinois and others. 

They intended for a time to make a fight 
on the floor of the convention for a plank 
which would, withoet mentioning the gold 


standard, recite the fact thatthe production | 


of gold had taken the money question out of 
politics, and by this recognition of the 
existing situation the party would be com- 


mitted to the gold standard for the future. 


This program of opposition was broken up 
entirely by the action of the New York dele- 
gation itself, which late in the afternoon 
decided to accept the platform as it stands 
by a vote of 58 to 20. This vote absolutely 
prevented the Tammany men making their 
appearance on the floor at all, because the 
New York delegation is acting uncer the unit 
rule, and when it took action on a formal 
vote it put a padlock on the tongue of 
Bourke Cockran, who had been imported Into 
St. Louls by Charles Murphy, the Tammany 
leider, for the express purpose of making 
a speech omthe gold standard and in opposi- 
tion to the reaffirn-ation of the Kansas City 
platform. 

Last Element of Discord Gone.

Vice President Almost Forgotten. 
The harmony in the convention has been so 
real, the trust in the leaders so complete, that 
the delegates seem to have forgotten there 
was another place on the ticket to be filled 


after Parker's name had been formally ac- 


cepted. 


It is one of the most curious incidents in 
politics that up to 2 a:-m. no one really 


knew who the vice presidential nominee was 
to be. Nameés were canvassed to a slight de- 
gree by the mep in charge of the Parker vote, 
but they were quite ready to agree that the 


vice president should not be actually taken 
up until Parker was out of the woods. 

The? did, of course, talk over men like 
Folk of Missouri, Marshall Field of Chicago, 
John R. McLean of Cincinnati, Senator Car- 
mack of Tennessee, John W. Daniel of Vir- 
ginia, former Gov. Culberson and Joe Bailey 
of Texas, Gov.

half a dozen others. 

Early in the afternoon a note was sent to 
Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk here in 
St. Louis, and in response to the invitation 
therein contained he called in person on 
“blue eyed”’ Billy Sheehan at the Parker 
headquarters of the Southern hotel. The 
reformer was asked whether he would be will- 
ing to permit the use of his name if the Parker 
forces would promise to do the best they 
could to nominate him. He declined with- 


| out hesitation, and his name was wiped off 


the slate without delay: 
The Parker managers were.a good dealim- 


pressed with the possibility, of the nomina- 
tion of John R. McLean. They received in- 
timation that he would accept the place. He 
had been a strong anti-Parker factor, but 
recently he has assumed entire control of the 
Ohio democracy. And for this reason Shee- 
han, Belmont, Hill, and several other of 
the Parker men were inclined to think that 
Mr. McLean might have a chance of carrying 
Ohio and that he would at least be as strong 
in Indiana as any other man mentioned. — 
The Parker men knew their people, how- 
ever, and had organized their convention so 
completely that they had no hesitation about 
passing up the vice presidential decision 
until after Parker had been nominated. 
Throughout all the pandemonium of the 
nominating speeches, the harmonious good 
nature of the convention was consistently 
manifest. Parker bad the first inning, as 
a matter of course,and Hearst was nowhere,

At noon Congressman Ollie 
James of Kentucky of a committee sent to 
find out what the resolutions committee was 
doing and when it would have it done, re- 
turned. with the announcement that by 8 
o'clock at night the committee would be 
ready to report and would have “ a platform 
on which all. members of the party could 
stand.” 

; Session Begins on Time. 


Chairman Clark arrived at ten minutes | 


after 10 o'clock. Twenty minutes after, the 
delegates were in their seats. No word had 
been received from the resolutions commit- 
tee. Private advices were to the effect that 
it would be several hours before the report 
would be prepared, and the prospects for a 
short session grew stronger. One of the sec- 
retaries called through a megaphone:’ 

“ The band will please play ‘ Home, Sweet

Home’”’ was rendered, and then “ Dixie” 
called forth the inevitable yells.

How the Statisticians Figured. 


The statisticlans of the convention had 
figured out in advance that Parker would 
have about 700 votes on the first ballot; that 
the three favorite sons, Cockrell, Wall, and 
Olney, would have about 100 more, and that 
Hearst’s vote would not exceed 200, and 
might go much below that. Nevertheless, 
the Hearst demonstration was quite as noisy 
—but it came mostly from the galleries—and 
fully as prolonged as that which followed 
upon the actual nomination of Judge Parker. 
The convention was in & good natured frame 
of mind, and was entirely willing that Mr. 
Hearst should get everything he had paid for. 

Seo far as the caliber of the nominating 
speeches of the two principal candidates is 
concerned, Judge Parker had easily the best 
of it. Martin Littleton, the borough presi- 
dent of Manhattan, made a wonderfully good 
speech. It was short, crisp, well delivered, 
and never wandered from the point. It in- 
cluded two or three epigrams which are 
certain to become household words in the 
coming campaign. 

Mr. Littleton introduced a clever contrast 
between the proceedings at Chicago and 
those at St. Louls by saying that this con- 
vention was not a case of a candidate 
notifying the people, but was purely and 
legitimately a case of the people notifying 
the candidate. 


~ Makes Manifest Hit. 


He made another manifest hit when he de- 


clared that the democratic party stood for 
strenuousness, not to individuals but to 
everybody, and he brought down the house 
and solidified the convention for his candi- 
date, when in a clever paragraph he epitom- 


-ized the character of Judge Parker and intro- 


duced a popular sarcasm against Roosevelt 
by declaring that Parker was not the master 
but the servant of the people. 

Mr. Littleton was considerably less than 
half an hour in making his speech, and he 
had the attention of the noisy audience from 
the outset. His voice was clear and bell- 
like, and the people fully appreciated the 
difference between him and Senator Daniel, 
.who had failed to make himself heard, and 
who was the subject of a series of scornful 
remarks from the galleries. 


‘Usual Demonstration Follows. 


Littleton’s half hour speech provoked the 
usual half hour of insane demonstration, the 
marching of delegates with their banners, 
the shouts and catcalls of the crowd, the tra-

Hearst Nomination Poor. 


The speech nominating Hearst was scarce- 
ly worthy of attention, but the demonstration 
was just as noisy and apparently much more 
enthusiastic than that which had followed 
the proposal of Parker's name. | 

The call of the states for the presentation 
of the favorite sons was a merely perfunc- 
tory affair, but every candidate and every 
speaker was fairly treated. “ 

The crowd was infected with the spirit of 
harmony and some pretty dull speeches were 
listened to because the word had been passed 
around that the actual call of the roll under 
no circumstances would be permitted. to take 
piace until after midnight, so as to avoid the 


superstitious fear of a ticket nominated on 
Friday. 


Platform Easy to Summarize. 

It is an easy thing to summarize the salient 
points of the democratic platform of 1904. 
It contains no financial plank, no reaffirma- 
tion of the Kansas City or Chicago plat- 
forms, no declaration for an income tax, no 
free trade. 

It does declare for tariff revision, for the 
independence of the Filipinos, for reciprocity 
with foreign nations, for the building of a 
Panama canal, for an increase of the power 
of the interstate commerce commission, so 
as to enable it to fix rates, and for the 
regulation of all trusts which restrain trade 
or increase costs. 

Although 90 per cent of the delegates to 
the convention will read their platform for 
the first time in the newspapers this 
morning their faith in their leaders was so 
implicit that they did not hesitate at all at 
cutting off all debate by means of the pre- 
vious question. 

When Senator Daniel of Virginia finished 
reading the report of the committee on reso- 
lutions no one knew exactly what was in 
the platform except the members of the com- 
mittee itself. There had been so many 
changes made in the long session of the 
committee, and so many alterations from 
first to last, that the convention did not 
make any attempt to reach the sense of 
what Senator Daniel was reading. As for 
hearing him, that was an utter impossibility. 


Is a Strong Document. 


On the whole,.the democratic platform isa 
remarkably strong, conservative statement 
of average democratic doctrines. It un- 
doubtedly will meet the Wews of both sections 
of the party to a degree which hardly could 
have been expected. 

It was adopted by the unanimous vote of 
the resolutions committee, and the commit- 
tee included some of the strongest and most 
trusted leaders in the party, representing all 
sections and all elements. A platform which 
received unanimous approval of men like 
Hill, Bryan, Bailey, Daniel, Pattison, Dubois, 
Cable, Vardaman, and Newlands necessarily 
must be accepted by the party at large with- 
out much question. 


Bryan Will Stay in Party. 

Mr. Bryan made no open objection to the 
piatform, and will make none. The declara- 
tion of principles was made so moderate and 
avoided so many antagonisms that Mr. 
Bryan without the slightest hesitancy decid- 
ed to remain in the democratic party. 


Gold Men Are Disappointed. 


The New York men and thosé from Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, and New England are 
greatly disappointed at the success of Mr. 
Bryan in preventing any reference to the 
existing monetary standard, They made no 
fight for a gold standard on the floor of the 
convention, however, because they fully un- 
derstood that the temper of the delegates 
was to avoid extremes in either direction. 
It was not so much a triumph for Bryan in 
preventing the adoption of the gold standard 
plank as it was for the conservative spirit of 
the convention itself, which wished to avoid 
a gold plank as much as it did a 16 to1 plank. 

It is evident from the outset that the differ- 
ences of opinion between the republicans and 
the democrats may be reduced to only three 
or four great issues, and when the two plat- 
forms are studied side by side there is 1eally 
little difference between the two parties. 


Parker to Make Gold Issue. 


The managers here already understand 
that Judge Parker in his letter of acceptance 
certainly will make a declaration in behalf 
of the existing gold standard. Without this, 
the eastern men say, it would be quite im- 
possible to make a reasonable showing in 


"New York, New Jersey, or New England. 


With this declaration by the candidate 
they believe they can make a strong fight 
in the east, based entirely upon the per- 
sonality of Parker, his well known associa- 
tion with conservative business interests, 
and his personal declaration on the money 
question. In the west they will stand on 
their platform afd make the campaign on

| Parker Leaders Want Middle

St. Louis, Mo., July 8.—{Special.]—When 
the convention met in evening session it 
neither knew whether it would nominate 
@ candidate for vice president before it ad- 
journed for the night or, if it did, who it 
would be. It was a case of waiting on New 
York and New York was evidently waiting on 
the rest of the states. “ 

The Parker people had arranged before the 
convention met to try and secure the nom!- 
nation of their candidate for president and 
then adjourn until tomorrow to complete the 
ticket. That would give them a chance to 
look over the field and pick their man. But 
it was certain they could adjourn the 
convention. The delegates might determine 
to make a one night job of the ‘ticket and 
this added to the confusion. 

While the platform was being read and the 
nominating speeches being made leaders of 
state delegations and advocates of candi- 
dates for second place were busy all over the 
floor of the convention. William F. Sheehan, 
leader of the New York delegation, was par- 
ticularly active. He saw all people and all 
people saw him. He gave no pledges to any 
one. It was like a judge hearing @ case. 

. McLean or Field Favored. 

The most talk during the session centered 
on John R. McLean of Ohio. It was known 
that the Parker people in New York thought 
well of it, though they had not indorsed the 
McLean candidacy. Former Senator Mur- 
phy and Senator McCarren had both spoken 
well of him. 

But, on the other hand, the same New 
Yorkers had given the Illinois leaders sill 
more encouragement regarding the nomina- 
tion of Marshall Field of Chicago. They had 
as good as promised that if Mr. Field would 
accept the nomination, everything the Par- 
ker people could do to nominate him would 
be done. Lieut. Gov. Sheehan aleo gave out 
an interview in which he described Mr, Field 
without naming him as the ideal candidate to 
run with Judge Parker. Hoke Smith, rep- 
resenting the Parker strength in the south, 
openly advocated him. : 

“It would be a fitting and a wise thing,” 
said the former member of President Cleve- 
land’s cabinet, ‘‘ to take a man from private 
life like Mr. Field to make the ticket. Judge 
Parker is in no sense a politician, and witha 
big merchant like Mr. Field to run with him 
we would have a ticket ‘which would appeal 
strongly to the business men of the country.” 


Texas Wants Culberson. 

Texas had put the name of Senator C. A. 
Culberson forward during the afternoon, and 
decided to stand by him. North Carolina 
spoke for its governor, Charles D. Aycock, 
and West Virginia would join with it in 
supporting him. Tennessee will stand by 
Senator Carmack, and his name was given 
added prominence from the fact he seconded 
the nomination of Judge Parker. There was 
even renewed talk of Hoke Smith of Georgia, 
although he discouraged it. 

But of all the southerners the most inter- 
est centered around Gov. Dockery of Mis- 
souri and Gov. Beckham of Kentucky. The 
talk of Gov. Dockery was serious, and had 
added strength on account of the convention 
being held in the largest city of his home 
state. The Kentuckians pressed the case of 
Gov. Beckham with enthusiasm and energy. 


Place Allotted Middle West. 


As far as the Parker people signified their 
wishes, however, it was that a man from 
some state in the middle west be selected. 
This kept up the talk in favor of John W. 
Kern of Indiana and revived that for Edward 
Cc. Wall of Wisconsin. Mention of Mayor 
Rose of Milwaukee was also made frequent- 
ly, but the general talk was that If it was to 
go to Wisconsin it would be Wall if he 
would take it. He had announced he wag a. 
candidate for the first place alone. 

The talk of Marshall Field had halted the 
boom for Congressman Williams of Illinois, 
but that he was well thought of by delegates 
from other statés was evidenced by the many 
inquiries concerning him which came from 
New York and New England. As long as 
there was any chance of Mr. Field, however, 
the Williams case was in partial eclipse. 


Marshall Field Would Fill Bill. 


Early in the afternoon the Illinois delega- 
tion agreed to support Marshall Field for 
vice president if he could be induced to ac- 
cept the nomination. During the day an 
effort was made by James H. Eckels to get 
an expression from Mr, Field. A conference 
was held at7 p.m. At the time the confer- 
ence ended Roger Sullivan said the Chicago 
merchant had not been heard from. Mr. 
Sullivan added: 

“The eastern delegates have given us the 
privilege of naming the vice president pro- 
vided we can put forward a man who will be 
satisfactory to the party. They assured us 
that Marshall Field would fill the bill in 
every way. 

‘Every one of our fifty-four delegates is 
for him. Mr. Eckels was appointed to com- 
municate with Mr. Field and get from him 
a definite statement as to whether he would 
accept. Next to Mr. Field, the Illinois dele- 
gation favors David R. Francis of Missouri. 
Mr. Francis is as well known to the demo- 
crats of Illinois as almost any man in the 
state. While he lives just over the line, and 
is not one of our citizens, at the same time 
he is in a way identified with our interests. 


Other Illinois Men Suggested. 


“There was some talk of backing Con- 
gressman Williams, but it seems that Mr. 
Field is the onty Mlinois democrat for 
whom we can secure the support of enough 
delegates from other states to accomplish 
his nomination. 

“The desire is to name a man for second 
place on the ticket who will be satisfactory 
to the business interests and who would get 
the votes of the business men in all the 
large cities of the country, and especially of 
that conservative class which supported 
Mr. Cleveland in 1892. Franklin MacVeagh’'s 
name was mentioned but not discussed. 
Some one suggested Judge Murray F. Tuley, 
but we decided that he was too old.”’ 


High Standard for Second Place. 


After the convention adjourned at noon 
and before the.night session there was the 
greatest search for a vice presidential can- 
didate that ever wae known at a time like 
this, The leaders had fixed a certain stafid- 
ard and demanded that the politicians shouid 
work uptoit. They insisted that the running 
mate of the nominee for president should be 
of equal caliber with him and sufficiently 
well known to command the confidence and 
support of the rank and file of the demo- 
cratic party as well as of the independent 
voters. 

The name of every prominent democrat in 
all the middle western states was canvassed. 
Several of the state delegations held cau- 
cuses during the afternoon to decide upon 
what action they would take. In conversa- 
tion with some of the Illinois leaders Mr. 
Sheehan of New York said: 

“ We must name a vice president who will 
size up to Judge Parker. Even if he is a 
little better known man, so much the bet- 
ter. If possible, get a business man and one 
who will win for the party the support of 
the business people who are not partisans.” 


Many Favor Francis.

We oppose, 
as fervently as did George Washington him- 
self, an indefinite, irresponsible, discretion- 
ary, and vague absolutism and a policy of 
colonial exploitation, no matter where or 
by whom invoked or exerctsed; we believe 
with Thomas Jefferson and John Adams, that 
no government has a right to make one set 
of laws for those “at home” and another 
and a.different set of laws, absolute in their 
character, for those ‘“‘in the colonies.” All 
men under the American flag are entitled to 
the protection. of the institutions whose em- 
blem the flag is; if they are inherently unfit 
for those institutions, then they are in- 
herently unfit to be members of the Ameri- 
can body politic. Wherever there may exist 
a people incapable of being governed under 
American laws, in consonance with the 
American constitution, that people ought not 
to be part of the American domain. 

We insist that we ought to do for the 
Filipinos what we have done already for the 
Cubans, and it is our duty to make that 
promise now, and upon suitable guarantees 
of protection to citizens of our own and other 
countries resident there at the time of our 
withdrawal, set the Filipino people upon 


their feet, free and independent to work out 


their own destiny. 

The endeavor of the secretary of war, by 
pledging the government's indorsement for 
“promoters”’ in the Philippine islands to 
make the United States a partner In specu- 
lative legislation of the archipelago, which 
was only temporarily held up by the opposi-

We demand a strict enforcement 
of existing civil and criminal statutes against 
all such trusts, combinations, and monop- 
olies; and we demand the enactment of such 
further legislation as may be necessary to 
effectually suppress them. 

Any trust or unlawful combination engaged 
in interstate commerce which is monopoliz- 
ing any branch of business or production 
should not be permitted to transact business 
outside of the state of its origin. Whenever 
it shall be established in any court ofcom- 
petent jurisdiction that such monopolization 
exists, such prohibitiom should be enforced 
through comprehensive laws to be enacted 
on the subject. 


Reclaim Arid Lands. 


We congratulate our western citizens upon 
the passing of the law known as the New- 
lands irrigation act for the irrigation and 
reclamation of the arid lands of the west, a 
measure framed by a democrat, passed in the 
senate by a nonpartisan vote, and passed in 
the house against the opposition of almost 
all the republican leaders by a vote the ma- 
jority of which was democratic.

With the completion of his term at Albany 
and his graduatien in 1872 he was admitted 
to practice at the bar. His days of teaching 
were over. Settling in Kingston, he became 
first a clerk and subsequently an associate 
with the firm of Schoonmaker & Harden- 
burg, the leading law firm of that section of 
the country, and entered industriously and 
enthusiastically into the practice of the law, 
as he had determined when a boy of 13. It 
had been done, this translation from an 
aspiring boy to a full fledged lawyer, in 
seven years—a period of struggle, of priva- 
tion, of incessant labor with head and hands, 
but never with lessening of purpose, rather 
with eye firmly fixed on the goal, each ob- 
struction in the way an incentive to in- 
ereased endeavor and greater energy. 


Soon Active in Politics. 


9 sooner was young Parker in possession 
Bard sheepskin than he took part in the 
work of the democratic party of Ulster 
county. Participation in politics soon made 
him clerk of the board of supervisors of that 
county. 

Soon afterward he represented Ulster coun- 
-ty in a protracted lawsuit with the city of 
Kingston, involving the equalization of as- 
sessments. This was Parker's first big 
case,’’ and so patiently and exhaustively did 
he master its details that he was victorious 
‘at every point. For his services in this lit- 
igation he received a fee of $3,600, a large 
sum for a lawyer in his early twentiés. 

By 1877, when Parker was 25, he already 
had made his talents and energy 80 well 
known in Ulster county that he was asked 
‘to. take the democratic nomination for sur- 
‘rogate. He was in the minority party, and 


the democratic ticket went down in defeat; 


but so remarkably large was the vote for 
Parker that on election night the return for 
surrogate still was in doubt. 

When the count was complete it was found 
that Parker alone had pulled through. Ex- 
cept in larger cities, the surrogate is not 
debarred from the practice of his profession. 
In 1 Parker was ret#lected. 

It Mas not until 1884, however, that he 

 wchieved statewide fame in politics. In that 
year he became a power by exerting himself 
to secure the nomination of Grover Cleveland 
for president. He went as a delegate to the 
democratic national convention and there, 
with the late Daniel Manning and David B. 
Hill, succeeded in nominating Mr, Cleveland 
for president. With Cleveland's election Hill 
became a political power through g 

Cleveland as governor. 


Declines Place at Washington. 

Early in 1885 Parker was summoned to 
Washington, where President Cleveland of- 
fered him the post of first assistant postmas- 
ter general of the United States. The salary 
was $5,000. Parker thought the matter over, 
and, although his salary as surrogate was 
only $3,000, he promptly declined the place, 
as he feared that to withdraw from the active 
life of his own county would mean the loss 
of his practice, which gave every promise of 
being established within a few years. 

Surprised and a little disappointed, Mr. 
Cleveland sent for Mr. Vilas, the postmaster 

general, saying: 

“Vilas, Parker says he has a $3,000 salary 
as surrogate of Ulster county and is building 
up a law practice, and he can’t afford to take 
a $5,000 place.”’ 

“That's strange,’ said Vilas. “ Why, I 
left a $20,000 practice to take an $8,000 place 
in the cabinet.” 

*“ Yes,”’ retorted Parker; “ and if I had been 
making $20,000 a year for ten years, I should 
not mind taking a $5,000 plac® In Washing- 
ton. 


Manages D. B. Hill's Campaign. 


Later in the same year the offer of the 
democratic nomination for lieutenant gov- 
ernor of New York was made to. Parker. 
but this, too, he declined. In the fall of 
1885 Mr. Hill was a candidate for election 
as governor and Mr. Parker, on his way to 
New York one day in a railway train, found 
himself confronted with Mr. Hill and several 
other prominent democratic\politicians, who 


insisted upon his managing Mr. Hill's cam- 


paign as chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the democratic state committee. 
Mr. Parker at first declined peremptorily to 
touch the place, saying it was not in the 
line of his profession as a lawyer, but he 
finally consented to take it for that cam- 
paign only. It proved to be a campaign 
which had to be managed with great skill, 
but Mr. Parker by diplomacy succeeded in 
electing Hill. 

Mr. Hill never forgot the debt of gratitude 
he owed to Parker and he quickly demon- 
strated his appreciation by appointing the 
surrogate successor to Judge Theodore R. 
Westbrook of the Supreme court, upon the 
death of the latter in the winter of 1885. The 
following year Judge Parker had proved to 
be such a satisfactory judge that he was 
nominated by the democratic party and the 
republican party put forward no candidate 
against him. His election as a judge of the 
Supreme court followed. In January, 1889, 
the second division of the Court of Appeals 
was created and Judge Parker was appointed 
to it, being the youngest man who ever sat 
in the Court of Appeals in this state. He 
was then only 38 years of age. 

He retained this office till the dissolution 
‘of the court in 1802. Then. at the request of 
other judges, he was appointed by Gov. 
Flower a member of the general term of the 
Supreme court of the first department and 
continued at work in New York City until

The present appellate division of the Su-

In 1897 the New York legislature passed 
what is known as the “ prevailing rate of 
wages law,” which provided that workmen 
and mechanics on all public works should 
receive not less than the prevailing rate 
of wages, and that every contract thereafter 
made for public work should contain a clause 
binding the contractor to pay the prevailing 
rate of wages, with drastic provisions for 
violation. The City of New York according- 
ly made a contract containing this clause, 
and afterwards the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the law was raised in man- 
damus proceedings brought by the con- 
tractor for payment by the city for work 
done, where it was admitted that the pre- 
v¥ailing rate of wages had not been paid. 

When the case reached the Court of Ap- 
peals the court was so strongly convinced 
of the evil and unconstitutionality of the 
statute that it promptly awarded the relief 
sought, in spite of the fact that, whether 
the law were constitutional or not, the con- 
tractor had made a contract binding himself 
to pay the prevailing rate of wages. 

Judge Parker wrote a vigorous dissenting 
opinion, in which he pointed out, among 
other things,.that, whether the statute was 
unconstitutional or not, there is nothing to

Many critics have arraigned Germany's 
army because it was an economic wagte, 
because it impounded as recruits the entire 
youth of the country, because it implanted 
In the minds of the nation wicked, bloody 
hopes. But Von Schierbrand’s indictment is 
interesting as the first directed against the 
military efficiency of the Teutonic organiza- 
tion. For the last thirty-three years observ- 
ers have unanimously put the German army 
and the system behind it at the top of the 
seale. All continental armies, even France’s, 
have been patterned more or less closely on 
the German model. That new, astounding 
creation, the Japanese army, was founded 
on conceptions exclusively German. ) 

Whether Von Schierbrand is just in ac- 
cusation, whether Emperor William’s sol- 
diers are relatively inferior to those of his 
grandfather, can be determined only by the 
test of battle. It is even more dangerous to 
judge an army than a horse by its leoks. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

As Sir Bourke O’Reilley might have said, 
the most interesting thing appearing in the 
democratic platform has been left out of it. 
There is no mention made whatever of the 
money question.

What of the twin planks—one against 
“ government by injunction,” the other for 
an income tax? In life they were united. 
In death they are not dissevered. Together 
they are buried in one forgotten grave. At 
the convention there were few €0 poor to do 
them reverence. 

The Panama canal? Was Gorman’s on- 
set against Roosevelt's brutality to the un- 
fortunate, patriotic people of Colombia fol- 
lowed? Did the convention pledge itself to 
right the wrong which had been done? Or 
did it prefer the more conservative course of 
John Sharp Williams as set forth in his 
Mississippi platform? He was chagrined 
at the theft of the Panama strip, but never- 
theless was eager to receive and administer 
the stolen goods. The course of neither 
Gorman nor Williams commended itself to 
the astute and experienced mind of David 
Bennett Hill. The platform spends no in- 
dignation at the way in which Panama be- 
came a republic, but contents itself with ex- 
pressing a desire to have the ditch dug by 
democrats. 

There is the following on the open door: 


We favor the preservation, so far as we can, of 
an open door for the world’s commerce in the 


oriental arfd European affairs. 

This declaration is not calculated, in the 
event of democratic success, to give our gov- 
ernment a particularly potent voice in favor 
of the open door. The “ so far as we can” 
clause would prevent a democratic secretary 
of state from making even a good biuff to 
foreign governments about the open door. 

The open door is not only of great impor- 
tance to America today but it will be of 
vastly greater importance tomorrow. The 
demofratic convention should not have sad- 
died its candidate with any such declara- 
tion on foreign policy. In the event of his 
stiecess he would find himself hampered. 
He would have either to guard our interesgs 
weakly or disayow the platform on which 
he was elected. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that the time will come when all the political 
parties of this country will present a united 
front to the world on matters of interna- 
tional politics and will dispute among them- 
selves only on internal affairs. 

This particular declaration would not only 
greatly embarrass a democratic president 
but it will also prove a hindrance to Secre- 
tary Hay and President Roosevelt during 
the remainder of their present term. [Tor- 
eign governments will argue that these two 
statesmen have not the united support of 
their country. | 

The democrats express themselves in fa- 
vor of treating the Philippines like Cuba. 
That means to exercise a sort of a vague 
protectorate over them, guaranteeing their 
good conduct, preventing them from over- 
issuing bonds, reserving suitable coaling 
stations, but calling them independent. The 
platform dodges the question of when this 
independence should be granted, whether 
within six months of democratic success, or 
six years, or sixty.

Suddenly to call 
such a‘congeries of people a nation would 
be as disastrous as was the sudden enfran- 
chisement of the negro race after the war. 
If that be tried the worst sufferers will be the 
Filipinos themselves. 

Considerable space is devoted to trusts. 
Private monopolies are arraigned as “ inde- 
fensible and intolerable.” Railroad rebates 
are quite properly denounced. The enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws already exist- 
ing is demanded, as well as the enactment 
of “such further legislation as may be nec- 
essary.” Any trust monopolizing any 
branch of interstate business or production 
should be restricted to the state of its origin. 

Labor and capital ought not to be enemies. 
Each is necessary to the other. But the 
rights’ of capital are just as “ vested,” as 
“sacred,” and as “inalienable” as the 
rights of labor. Every citizen should be al- 
lowed to work without interruption wher- 
ever he desires. 

The tariff reform plank is a most moder- 
ate one. It first says flatfootedly: 

We denounce protection as a robbery of the 
many to enrich the few, and we favor a tariff lim- 


ited to the neéds of the government economically 
administered. : 


But when it comes to altering the present 
protective tariff, when the general becomes 
specific, there is less unequivocality:

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

WO imperial princes, one the brother, 
and the other the second son of the 
shah of Persia, uncle and nephew being 
about the same age, are in flight, and 
have sought refuge at Constantinople, 
where their extradition is being demanded 
by the Persian envoy. They are, it is said, 
implicated in a plot upon the life of the king 
of kings, and those of their followers who 
were captured have been put to death in such 
a particularly horribie fashion that it is cer- 
tain that a considerable amo 
will be brought to bear upon 
prevent him from complying with the re- 
quest of the shah. 
The oriental courts of the old world are 
even in these modern times rich in family 
dramas of this kind, which usually cul- 
minate in tragedies. The Turkish sultan 
has several of his nearest relatives, including 
brothers and nephews. 
Others have been obliged to flee for their 
lives, while still others have been banished, 
that is to say, nominally exiled, to some re- 
mote corner of the Turkish empire, either in 
the African province of TripolH or in Arabia, 
but have never reached their destination, 
having been murdered by their escort while 
on the way, of course, in deference to in- 
| structions from highest quarters. 


There have been no tragedies in the khe- 
| divial house since Abbas ascended the throne. 
‘But there were many perpetrated during the 
reign of his grandfather, old Ismail Pasha, 
that is to say, within the memory of people 
now living, poisoned cups of coffee and stran- 
gulation being the customary means ém- 
ployed to get rid of objectionable relatives. 
At least a dozen 
| princesses are known to have been put out 
of the way by the old empress of China, and 
even an emperor and an empress are stated 
to have been among her victims. Sometimes 
they suddenly died by poison, in other in- 
stances they received orders 


The one oriental court that has been entire-~- 
ly free from anything of the kind during the 
last fifty years has been that of Japan, where 
the membership of the royal family is large. 
Thus there are no less than aleven branches 
of the imperial family, of which there are 
five whose members are entitled to ‘the rank 
of *“‘imperial highness,’’ whereas the other 
six have to content themselves with being 
mere highnesses. 


The emperor has four daughters and a 
son whose mothers are not the empress, but 
ladies in waiting. The son is married and 
has two boys.of his own. In the event of his 
death and of theirs, the next heir to the 
throne, according to the terms of the na- 
tional constitution and to the laws of the 
reigning house, would be Prince Takehito of 
the Arisugava branch and his male heirs. 
In their default comes Admiral Prince Yorih- 
ito, son of the late Prince Komatzu, who 
will be remembered as a frequent visitor to 
this country. Next to him and his descend- 
ants in the male line comes Prince Sadan- 
aru, head of the Fushimi branch, who isa 
general in the army, and after him and his 
descendants comes the Kanin line, of which 
the chief is Prince Kotohito, who is also a 


Most of these imperial princes are now in 
the field fighting against the Russians, and 
several have already lost their lives on the 
field of battle since the war began. They are 
all blindly obedient to the emperor, and until 
.4 quarter of a century ago the mikado was 
wont to communicate exclusively through 
them with his ministersofstate. Their lives 
have been singularly free from scandal since 
Japan was opened up to foreigners half a 
century ago, and certain it is that none of 
them have ever laid themselves open to any 
charges of disloyalty or of enmity towards 
the government and thethrone. Indeed, they 
consider themselves bound to act as the prin- 
cipal bulwark of the latter. 

The general public is not aware of the 
names of all of them. But then that does 
not mean agything, for the greater portion 
of the masses are ignorant of the actual name 
of the emperor himself, those who are cogni- 
zant of it being reluctant to pronounce it as 
if it were a word too holy to be uttered. 


Prince John Obolenski’s appointment to 
the governor generalship of Finland, in suc- 
cession to the murdered Gen. Bobrikoff, will 
have at least this advantage, that the prince 
will have means of communicating with the 
czar and czarina, otherwise than through the | 
department of the interior, presided over by 
Senator Plehve, who is the originator of the 
present policy of the Russian government 
with regard to Finland, for his brother is one 
of the oldest and most trusted dignitaries of 
the emperor's household, being, in fact, its 
controller,. while the princess, who was born 
Countess Apraxine, was formerly lady in 
waiting to the widowed empress, and has 
remained on terms of the greatest intimacy 
The Obolenskis are a numerous 
and influential family, one of them, Valerian, 
being the chief lieutenant and principal as- 
sistant of Count Lamsdorf at the depart- 
ment of foreign affairs, while others are 
found scattered among the households of the 
members of the imperial family, and in the 
various government offices.

‘ready been mentioned in the dispatches. 
The assassin fired three shots at him 
while standing at a distance of a few feet.

History of Recent Political Thought Told in Paragraphs. 


Laws cpagted by the republican party 
which th emocratic party failed to en- 
force and which were intended for the pro- 
tection of the public against the unjust dis- 
crimination or the illegal encroachment of 
vast aggregations ofcapital have been fear- 
lessly enforced by a republican president 
and new laws insuring reasonable publicity 
as to the operation of great corporations 
and providing additional remedies.for the 
prevention of discrimination in freight rates 
have been passed by a republean congress. 

In this record of achievement during the 
last eight years may be read the pledges 
which the republican party has fulfilled. We 
propose to continue these policies and we 
declare our constant adherence to the fol- 
lowing principles: 


THE TRUSTS. 


We recognize that the gigantic trusts and 
combinations designed to enable capital to 
secure more than its just share of the joint 
products of capital and labor, and which 
have been fostered and promoted under re- 
publican rule, are a menace to beneficial 
competition and an obstacle to permanent 
business prosperity. 

A private monopoly is indefensible and 
intolerable. Individual equality of oppor- 
tunity and free competition are essential to 
a healthy and permanent commercial pros- 
perity, and any trust, combination, or 
monopoly tending to destroy these by con- 
trolling production, restricting competition, 
or fixing prices should be prohibited and 
punished by law. We especially denounce 
rebates and discrimination by transporta- 
tion companies as the most potent agency in 
promoting and strengthening these unlawful 
conspiracies against trade. 

Any trust or unlawful combination engaged 
in interstate commerce which is monopolis- 
ing any branch of business or production 
should not be permitted to transact business 
outside of the state of its origin. Whenever 
it shall be established in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction that such monopolization 
exists, such prohibition should. be enforced 
through comprehnsive laws to be enacted 
on the subject. 


Protection which guards and develops our 
industries is a cardinal policy of the repub- 
lican party. The measure of protection 
should always, at least, equal the difference 
in the cost of production at home and abroad. 

We insist upon the maintenance of the 
principles of protection, and, therefore, rates 
of duty should be readjusted only when con- 
ditions have so changed that the public in- 
terest demands their alteration. But this 
work cannot safely be committed to any 
other hands than those of the republican 
party. To intrust it to the democratic party 
is to invite disaster. Whether, as in 1892, 
the democratic party declares the protective 
tariff unconstitutional or whether it de- 
mands tariff reform or tariff revision, its 
real object is always the destruction of the 
protective system. 

However specious the name, the purpose 
is ever the same. A democratic tariff has 
always been followed by business adversity, 
@ republican tarif? by business prosperity. 


We helieve it to be the duty of the maprib-

attempted and are not attempting to monop- 
olize any branch of business or the produc 
tion of any articles of merchandise, and thé 
whole constitutional power of congress over 
interstate commerce, the mails, and alj 
modes of interstate communication shall bé 
exercised by the enactment of comprehensive 
laws upon the subject of trusts. 

Corporations should be protected in all thei 
rights and their legitimate interests should 
be respected, but any attempt by corpora: 
tions to interfere with the public affairsof 
the people, or to control the sovereignty 
which creates them should be forbidden unde 
such penalties as will make such attempts 
impossible.

We denounce protection as a robbery of the 
many to enrich the few, and we favor a tariff 
limited to the needs of the government eco- 
nomically administered and so levied as not 
to discriminate against any industry, class, 
or section, to the end that the burdens of 
taxation shall be distributed as equally as 
possible. 

We favor a revision and a gradual reduc-

DELEGATES TO ST. LOUIS REALIZE 
THEIR GRAVE DANGER. 


Crude Means of Exit Would Be Wholly 

Inadequate in’ Case of Panic and 
Thousands of Lives Sacrificed in 
Mad Rash for Streets—Factilities Are 
Far Worse than Those at the Iro- 
quois Theater in Chicago, Corre- 


spondent Says. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

St. Louis, Mo., July 8 — [Special.] — 
In printing the following story THe TRIB- 
UNE does it not in any spirit of hostility or 
carping criticism but simply as a public 
duty, as a warning to future conventions of 
any size in any city in the land. 

The story is a mild refiex of opinions ex- 
pressed daily by delegates, officers of the 
convention, men who have to work in the 
building, and the fremen and police on duty 
at the Coliseum. 

There is no disposition on the part of the 
delegates to blame St. Louis or the national 
committee, but the opinion is expressed in 
hotel lobbies and headquarters that the 
growing size of the crowds at national con- 
ventions makes it absolutely essential that 
the safety of the hall of meeting shold be 
the first point considered by the national com- 
mittee when choosing a meeting place. 

Every reporter on THE TRIBUNE'S con- 
vention staff worked on the Iroquois theater 
fire, and they know from awful personal ex- 
perience what a jammed building without 
proper exMs means. 


Is a Perfect Death Trap. 


Never again,”’ say the delegates, solemn- 
ly, as they look around them in the great. 
egglike Coliseum and realize that in case of 
fire or panic they would be as helpless as 
rats caught between the double hulls of a 
ship at sea. It would be difficult to imagine 
a more perfect death trap than the immense 
hall in which the convention has” held its 
sessions. 

The building is said to be of fireproof con- 
struction, and the precautions taken by the 
St. Louis fire department are admirable, but 
the exit facilities are far worse than those 
of the Iroquois theater. It is absolutely im- 
possible for the 10,000 spectators to leave 
the inner hull with even a reasonable degree 
of dispatch, and once out of this shell they 
have to solve new and difficult problems 
before gaining the street level. : 


Bodies Would Choke Passage. 


For the 3,000 people on the floor of the 
building there are four dangers—stairfilled 
exits. The 4,000 men and ‘women in the close- 
ly packed balconies can leave their seats only 
through a score of narrow three foot stair- 
ways, each one of which would be choked by 
the bodies of the first ten victims that would 
stumble down them. Four winding stair- 
cases with perilous landings and frail railings 
are the roads,out for the galleries with their 
burden of 2,800 human beings. The 200 
boxholders would have to take their chance 
in the three foot death pits of the balconies. 

And when the 10,000 spectators have spent 
twenty minutes forcing their way through 
these inadequate passages, they find them- 
gelves in a sunken tunnel-like corridor with 
more doors and many stairways on the path 
to the outer air. 2 


Approach by Sunken Tunnel. 


A twenty foot doorway on 8t. Charles 
street, the only opening on the north side 
of the building, is the only one of these 
doors which is on the street level or directly 
in front of a main exitfrom theinner shell. 
On the other sides of the building condi- 
tions are worse. At the east and west ends 
there are broad doorways, bilt the only ap- 
proaches to them are stairways from the 
sunken tunnel. 

In case of a panic the corridor running 
between the outer and inner shelis along 
the south side of the building could offer 
unusual chances for a terrible loss of life. 
Th> only exits in the outer wall are iron 
doors leading into the exposition building, 
to which the coliseum is joined. At two of 
these openings policemen “are stationed 
ready to slide back the sheet iron doors and 
let the people escape intothe hall next door, 
now used as an automobile repository. 

The speakers’ platform is prebably the most 
dangerous place in the Whole building, al- 
though the space at the west end of the floor 
occupied by delegates and guests is a close 
second. From the platform, with its 200 
occupants, there is but a single three foot 
stairway. For the 1,200 people at the west 
‘end there is but a: single twelve foot exit. 
Both of these exits lead merely into the 
sunken corridor, and both of them have a 
flight of two steps across them.

Russian Losses Not Known. 


Sakharoff says the Russian losses during 
the fighting July 6 have not been definitely 
ascertained, but it is known that two officers 
and fifteen men were killed or wounded.

“In general, we observed July 6 that the 
enemy was taking the offensive simultane- 
ously along his whole front, extending from 
the sea shore as far as the valley of the Chin- 
han river.

July 7 the enemy occupied the heights near 
Baositchja. 

* No rains have fallen recently.” 


Confirms Japanese Advance. 


The war office confirms the reports of the 
Japanese advance toward Kaichou, as re- 
ported yesterday, but is inclined to regard 
the movement as a demonstration south 
f while changing the disposition of troops to 
make an attack elsewhere. 

Danger is considered more likely from the 
direction of Ta or Fenshul passes, although 
there is no sign of a move in force thence. 
Yet the advance upon Kaichou extends over 
a front of fifteen miles and includes about 
30,000 men. 


Constant Skirmishing in Field. 


The Japanese center is at Taisishan, on the 
_choul river, eight miles southeast of Kai- 
chou. Constant skirmishing with Gen. Sam- 
sonoff and Chirikoff is occurring as the Ja- 
panese move forward along the railroad and 
from the Siuyen mountains. 

The military expert of the Russkyja Viedo- 
mosti believes Gen. Kouropatkin has decided 
to accept.a general engagement near Liao- 
yang, wherefor he is not offering strong re- 
sistance to the advance of the Japanese from 
Fenwangcheng, desiring to draw them on te¢ 
his own selected ground. 


Kuroki in General Advance. 
A special dispatch from Newchwang, 
dated yesterday, says Gen. Kuroki is ad- 
vancing all along the line, and adds that 
Japanese officers are organizing Chinese 
bandit bands throughout the Liao valley for 
an attack on Mukden. 


Naval Fight at Port Arthur. 


It is reported in a special dispatch from 
Liaoyang, under yesterday’s date, that a per- 
sistent rumor is current there to the effect 
that a naval engagement has occurred at 
Port Arthur, in which twenty-one Japanese 
warships participated, resulting in a Rus- 
sian victory. ; . 

A similar report was current at Liaoyang 
July 5, the location of the engagement then 

being given as northward of Gengsan, Corea.

It was considered 
remarkable that with an igcrease of 5,854 
schedules there ehould have been a variation 
of less than a million dollars in the grand 
total. 

‘Chief Clerk Kingsley and his force of 225 
men began work on the assessments on April 
I. In addition to eighty-nine volumes of 
personal property tax lists they have han- 
died 622 volumes of real estate with 900,000 
items in them. The personal property books 
Will be turned over to the board of review 
tiie morning. “Within a week it is expected 
that all the real estate lists will be finished 

‘and ready for the reviewers. i 

The first of the real estate valuations re- 
ported for this year were those of the town 
of Lake with $110,509,780, which is a falling 
om. The canvass last year showed $112,895,-

GIRL KILLED BY WAGON,

Attempt of Bartolomeo Mirabella to 
Follow Little Daughter to Death Pre- 
vented by His Son and Friends.

THINGS SEEN IN MoROCCO, 


AS A CHINAMAN SAW US.

HE capture of Mr. Ian Perdicaris and 


his stepson. by Moorish bandits has.j 
turned the eyes of the public upon | 


Morocco, so that any intelligent ac- 


count of that country is likely to at-_ 


tract much more attention today than it 


would have done six months ago. 

You may remember that the longest and 
most interesting letter written by Mr. Perdl- 
caris during his captivity was addressed to 
Mr. A. J. Dawson, a correspondent of the 
London -Daily Mall, whose knowledge of 
Morocco he placed second to none. This 
same Mr. Dawson has just written a book 
which he calls ‘THINGS SEEN IN MO- 
ROCCO,” advance sheets of which have 
been sent me from London, where it will be 
published by Messrs. Methuen & Co. Mr. 
Dawson is to bé congratulated upon the time- 
linegs of his book. It is not a book on Moroc- 
co, as books on foreign countries go. One 
chapter will be @acts, the next fiction— 
fiction founded on fact and given to illustrate 
certain manners and customs. This lends 
variety to its pages, though I cannot say 
that I like it altogether. Still, I have found 
the book most interesting. 

Asked to give a name to that characteristic 
of Morocco which most clearly distinguishes 
it from other semi-savage lands, a well 
known traveler replied, “Its distinctive- 
ness.” This, though unitnforming, Mr. Daw- 
son seems to think quitefair. ‘* Its inherent 
impressionistic force does,”’ says Mr. Daw- 
son, “‘ distinguish the land of the afternoon. 
Its power of vividly and instantly impressing 
its image upon a receptive and understand- 
ing mind is remarkable.” 

Although Mr. Dawson seems to have a keen 


appreciation of certain things in Morocco, he 


is not slow tosee its shortcomings: 


_. Morocco is a land of tyranny, oppression, and 
corruption. To deny that were to announce oneself 


a poor, unobservant student and no true lover of 
sunset land. But the casual cBserver is far less 
likely to deny than he is to exaggerate, and the 
error of judgment into which, of all others, he is 
most apt to stumble Is one of a kind so fungamental 
that it will distort and disguise his whole future 
field of observation for him if not soon corrected. 
This misjudgment has its origin in lack of cath- 
olicity and is fostered by Europe's physical near- 
ness to the land of the Moors. ‘Briefly 
it Hes in the application of the morals 
of Christendom and the ethical standards 
of modern Europe, in one's estimate of 
a Moslem community, dwelling in a land as 
qctually remote from Europe as Terra del Fuego. 
No less lacking In truth and symmetry is this sort 
of view of Morocco than would be a man's view 
of a harvest scene in rural England if the fixed 
standard of comparison and judgment carried in 
that man’s mind were derived from the study of 
the Matterhorn in January. Near as Morocco lies 
to the shores of Europe, no country on earth is 
more entirely beyond and outside the purview of 
European tastes and standards, And whoso per- 
mits this truth to escape him need never hope for. 
real insight either into what newspapers call the 
** situation in Morocco’’ or into the true inward- 
ness of ‘Moorish life, 


The harem of most sultans has always one 
dominating personality. It may be a man 
or it may be a woman, and it usually is a 
dependent, a slave. The Moorish government 
rarely orders a new supply of tents, far less 
signs a treaty, without the approval of some 
“power behind the curtain, some stained 
and scented favorite who sits rustling her 
silks, jingling her bangles, sucking’ confec- 
tionery, and playing with human destinies 
in the eternal twilight of the harem.” 


In the light of the Perdicaris affair, this 
paragraph concerning Tangier will be of 
‘especial interest: 

To me the unending marvel of Tangier is—that 
it is; and that, being what it Is, the place should 
be where itis. Here it basks in year long sunshine 


-on the shoulder of Africa, unde@ the chin of Eu- 


rope, a fragment of the savage, old, beautiful 
world in which Joseph's brothers looked enviously 
upon his many colored coat and schemed (one sees 
them squatting in a struggling, nudging group. 
over the midday meal in the baked, dry bed of a 
stream, where bulrushes rustie to tell one of 
what was, and lemon colored locusts dispute pase- 
age betwixt sand crusted flat stones with rainbow 
hued lizards and industrious, scavenging beetles) 
to make away with him. It ts a drowsily living 
sheet from out the oldest, most gorgeously illus- 
trated family bible that ever eager English chil- 
dren pored over upon a fresh northern Sabbath 
afternoon. A missionary society’s chromo litho- 
gtaphs could hardly oytrage Tangier. For the 
atmosphere of fair, twinkling feet, Circassian 
beauties, the savor of the Haroun al Raschid 
legend you must fare farther. But for the earth 
in its lusty, pastoral youth, not as science shows 
it to you but as you learned of it at your mother’s 
knee—milk and honey, slow moving sheep herds 
eternal sunshine, crude, vivid coloring, and mir- 
acles—here you have it preserved to your hand, 
five days from Liverpool street and within reach 
of electric searchlights on modern British fortifi- 
cations. 

Also apropos of the Perdicaris affair is this 
about the bandits whoinfest the country out- 
side of Tangier: ‘ 

Should you, being an orthodox and proper per- 
son, seek advice in the orthodox and proper quar- 
ters before setting out upon the open road in 
Morocco, you will be bidden take a basha’s so!l- 
dier with, you for guard. And this is sound and 
excellent counsel. For should you, peradventure, 
be murdered’ and robbed by the wayside, and if 
a basha’s soldier is of your party, then shall your 
heirs and assignees obtain fat indemnity through 
their honorable legation from the Moorish’govern- 
ment; which government will quite cheerfully lay 
waste an odd village or two, and even torture and 
imprison the inhabitants, to obtain the where- 
withal to recompense your weeping heirs for your 
demise. Should their claim be $10.000, the screw 
will be applied to the tune of §20,000; $15,000 for 
the local squeezers, $5,000 for your bereaved as- 
signees. On the other hand, should you, ignoring 
the counsels of the orthodox, journey without one 
of the parasitical brigandsa called basha’s soldiers, 
then, tn the case @ such an accident as the 
one mentioned, your heirs wil! have, perforce, to 
pay the mourning tailor and dressmaker from out 
their own pockets, instead of with pence ground 
out from a starving, persecuted peasantry who 
never heard of either you, your heirs, or orders for 
mourning wear. Therefore you will see at once 
the propriety of being guided by orthodox counsels. 
You will see it at once, and if you act upon it, 
good-by to your chances of hearing the music of 
the true vagabond song of the open road. 

Mr. Dawson does not seem to think that 
European methods and customs are going 
to improve the country. The intelligent 
Moor feels instinctively that when his coun- 
try is thrown open to European industry and 
speculation it will cease to be the independ- 
ent empire of the faithful. “And he is 
right," says Mr. Dawson. “ There remains 
a great deal to be said, an endless amount 
to be written, on the~side of Europe and 
civilization... But so far the Moor right. 
And, that being so, it should be éagsy to un- 
derstand that what Europe calls savage 
fanaticism and bigotry is to him no more 
than the patriotism of self-preservation, the 
piety of living faith in his religion. Some 
of us respectable, once a week Christians 
are apt to forget what a real, living, every 
‘day life and death faith is that of Isiam to 
its followers.” 

Mr. Dawson has written a valuable and 
entertaining book and he could scarcely have 
brought it out at a better time.

HE reader appears to have no choice 
but to consider as bona fide the letters 
Written by an interesting and witty 
oriental, and now published under the 
title, “AS A CHINAMAN SAW USB,” 

which have recently appeared from the press 
of D. Appleton & Co. Doubt at to the au- 
thenticity of these provocative epistles would 
not arise bat for the curious fact that the 
oriental point of view is offset by the most 
surprising intimacy with our tongue in its 
most erratic colloquialisms and localisms. 
At its piquant worst, in its most graphic cnd 
extraordinary phases and phrases, the “ Chi- 
naman” comprehends, chuckles, and retorts. 

The book furnishes entertainment from first 
to last; its satire is inimitable; {ts truth is 
searching; and only here and there does the 
author fail to get at the inner spirit.of the 
subject about which he is talking. n 

The book begins thus: ‘“‘ Many of the great 
powers believe themselves to be passing 
through an evolutionary period. America, or 
the United States, has already reached this 
state; it is complete and finished. I have 
this from Americans themselves, so there can 
be no question about it. Hence it requires 
no little temerity to discuss, let alone criti- 
cise, them.” 

With this sundering apart of joints and 
marrow the carving begins, and continues 
merrily. When the gentilernan from the 
orient has finished, our once proud nation is 
no more than a grotesque ruin on a globe 
made magnificent by Chinese philosophy, 
Chinese courtesy, Chinese happiness, and 
Chinese ingenuity. , 

Americans have’ passed their period of su- 
persensitive adolescence in which a criticism 
gave them offense. They are now able to 
contemplate with amusement their own idio- 
syncrasies and to share with their eritics 
surprise at their own inconsistencies. 

The “Chinaman” is not merely a witty 
man of the world, making merry over our 


proofs. He speaks truths which humiliate 
‘and astound. 

“A distinctly great national figure has 
not appeared in America since Danie] Web- 
ster, Henry Clay, and Rufus Choate, all 
men too great to become president.” 

“ The overeducation of the poor is a heart 
less thing,’’ he opiges; and he points out the 
consequences of women competing with men 
in overcrowded markets; of the quick scorn 
of the educated child for its uneducated 
parents; and the shallow smartness and vul- 
gar aggressiveness of the superficially edu- 
-cated and low born person. 

“ The brightest educational sign I see in 
America," he writes, “is the attention given 
to manual training.” 

He regards America as the ungenerous foe 
of China, and advises his countrymen ¢o 
have no business dealings with Americans. 
But it must not be supposed that he is de- 
liberately unjust to Americans. He is scru- 
pulous in his effort to picture the fine qualities 
of the modest, truly well educated, well 
rounded American. And he hae “‘lost his heart 
to these American women,” whose audaci- 
ties he pictures as most bewildering. The 
book must entertain any reader, and it will 
instruct the wise one. Henry Pearson Grat- 
ton is the editor of the volume.

The hero is 
thrown again and again and at the last wins 
victory at cost of many wounds.. Mr. 
Lovett has produced a coherent, probable 
novel of his time. He has not indulged in 
romance—has not intoxicated his readers 
with any sort of. splendor or passion—has 
dared to ‘have a heroine of doubtful charm 
and. a poor quality of rectitude—and has 
ventured upon a conclusion which can hard- 
ly be called a climax. 

The novel represents that painstaking, 
reasonable, sincere, and gravid work not 
uncommon among the best writers of our day 
in America.

[EXPLORER SVERORUP'S NEW LAND 


eviewed by Prof. George C. Howland of the 
University of Chicago. 


UITE a needless stir has been created 
in the dominion of Canada by the pub- 
lication of the authorized translation 
of “ NEW LAND,” by Otto Sverdrup 
(Longmans, Green & Co.). The new 

land described is that immediately west and 
north of Baffin bay, and is claimed by the 
dominion both by virtue of British discov- 
eries and by reason of its position adjacent 


to territory which is indisputably British. \) 


Capt. Sverdrup thoroughly explored this 
region in the years 1898-1902 and claimed 
possession of it in the name of the Norwe- 
gian king, giving thé name of King Oscar 
Land to what had previously been known as 
the western part of Ellesmere Land. The 
expedition was assisted by the Norwegian 
government, but it seems unlikely that that 
government is prepared to defend by force 
of arms a doubtful claim to a useless ex- 
panse of gnow and ice. 

Sverdrup’s vessel, the Fram, was the one 
in which he had accompanied Nansen to the 
north, and the experience of that earlier voy- 
age was utilized to the best advantage in the 
preparation for this. It is an unusual thing 
for such a company to be exposed to all the 
perils of arctic exploration for four years and 
yet to return with the loss of only two men. 
The doctor was the only one on board who 
did not undergo a rigorous examination as to 
his health, and he was the first to die. The 
second death might possibly have been 
avoided if the doctor had lived. The record 
shows that reaching the pole is largely a 
matter of intelligent equipment and care- 
fully chosen men. , 


The four years were by no means monoto- 
nous. The scientists of the expedition give 
interesting accounts ‘of the rich fauna and 
flora of the north, while the main narrative 
is constantly enlivened by descriptfons of the 
hunting parties from day to day. Herds of 
polar oxen were the most valuable of the 
larger animals, and of more than twenty 
kinds of birds observed the most welcome 
was the Snow Bunting, the only song bird of 
the far north. Among geological discoveries 
was that of extensive coal flelds. 

The translation seems an excellent piece of 
work, as idomatic and easy as if composed in 
English. About 150 illustrations from photo- 
graphs embellish the work. The strange fas- 
cination which clings about the arctic regions 
and which draws party after party north- 
ward extends only in a lesser degree to these 
stories of adventure. Capt. Sverdrup’s book 
will be widely read, as it deserves to be.

Contributor and Literary Critic Blames | 


Society of Metropolis for Most of Depres- 
sion—Revival Expected When War Ends.

‘LONDON, July 8 —On that ever vexed 
question, the serious state of the book mar-

H®é informed me that it was writ- 
ten during his residence in the Rocky moun- 
tains. He found he couldn't then read books 
to any advantage, and, while in his traveling 
carriage, he wrote this work. Sir William 
gave me this copy when on a visit to him on 
Aug. #4, 1866.”’

MAYOR STOPS BIG FIGHT. 


FITZSIMMONS-O’BRIE" OONTEST 
IS DECLARED OFF. } 


At Last Moment Management of Box- 


ing Show at Philadelphia Ordered 
to Abandon Plans for Bout and Is 
Warned That Arrests Would Be 
Made if Men Attempted to Enter the 
Ring — Sporting Fraternity Criti- 
cises Official for His Late Action. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 8-—The six round 
boxing bout between Bob Fitzsimmons and 
Jack O’Brien, which was to have taken place 
at the Philadelphia National league baseball 
park tonight, was declared off late this aft- 
ernoon by the management on account of 
the action of Mayor Weaver in issuing orders 
to the police to stop the contest. 

The mayor held that a contest such as was.

would be a prize fight, and therefore a viola- 
tion of the law. He warned the manage- 
ment that he would order the police to ar- 
rest the fighters the moment they stepped 
into the ring. 

It is understood the mayor's action was a 


‘result of protests from the ministerial as- 


sociation and other sources. 

The news of the mayor’s decision created 
eonsternation in the camp of the fighters and 
the management, as there had been no inti- 
mation until this afternoon that the fight 
would beinterfered with. Sporting men from 
New York, Baltimore, Washington, and 
other near by cities arrived during the day 
and early evening. © 

The sporting fraternity is freely criticising 
the mayor's action. The patrons of the sport 
feel that if the mayor had any intention of 
stopping the contest he should have done so 
before the last moment. Up to 8 o’clock this 
afternoon 7,000 tickets had been sold, accord- 
ing to the management, and every arrange- 
ment had been made to handle a large crowd. 

No one felt more disappointed than the 
principals, as both of them have been in 
active training for weeks.

TRADE OOTLOOK 18 | 


DUN FINDS FAVORABLE CONDI- 
/TIONS IN CHICAGO. 


Improved Business Ia Reported in Re- 
tall Lines and Jobbers Make Satis- 
factory Bookings for Fall Deliv- 
eries in Clothing, Footwear, and Dry 
Goods—Country Buyers Show Less 
Hesitancy in Selecting Future Re- 


The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
district, published by the R. G. Dun & Co. 
mereantile agency, will say: 

Bank exchanges increased and mercantile 
defaults were much less than a year ago, 
while money was liberally invested in high 
grade securities. The July: disbursements 
reached a larger aggregate than heretofore, 
and the. settlements proceded smoothly 
among the financial institutions. Commer- 
cial loans remained in moderate request, but 
indications developed suggesting a freer use 
of accommodation in the neay future. 

Aside ffom an improved volume of retail 
trade, business in the producing and distrib- 
uting lines has undergone no important 
change. Jobbing dealings have shown the 
usual quiet incident to this season, although 
good bookings were made for fal! deliveries 
in clothing, footwear, and dry goods, 


Country Buying Is Freer. 

Country buyers have shown less hesitancy 
in selecting future requirements,, and, al- 
though cost has not yet fallen to a satis- 
factory level, cotton goods were in better 
request, Raltlroad traffic reports disclose 
gains, although slight, in the west bound 
movement of general merchandise. Collec- 
tions were interrupted in south western terri- 
tory, due to the floods there, but otherwise 
have been fairly prompt. 

Iron and steel! products assumed more firm- 
ness in prices. There has been some curtail- 
ment in production and the general demand 
was without especial feature, except in pig 
iron, orders for which were numerous, indi- 
cating that consumers’ stocks arelow. Other 
manufacturing branches have maintained 
fair activity and there “was less closing 
down of plants for repairs than expected. 
Strikes still hinder operations at machine 
shops, but new business accumulated here 
and also in farm implements, vehicles, and 
woodworking departments. Consumption of 
building materials has shown no diminution 
and sales of lumber were large, aside from 
the hardwoods, which moved slowly. 


Grain Shipments Decrease. 


Grain shipments, 1,538,098 bushels, are 13 
per cent under those a year ago. Current re- 
ceipts run light, but are ample for the de- 
mands. Reports of damage to wheat caused 
by excessive rain fall in the central valleys 
forced a sharp rise, which extended to other 
grains and compared with the closings 2 
week ago. advances appear, in wheat 4% 
cents, in corn 1% cents, and in oats 1% cents. 
Provisions were in moderate demand for ex- 
port and values weakened, in pork 10 cents 
per barrel, in lard 5 cents, and in ribs 2% 
cents. 

Receipts of live stock, 235,131 head, com- 
pered with 281,742 head last week, and 267,- 
506 head a year ago. Tne best sheep were 
scarce and gained 10 cents a hundred weight. 
and hogs advanced 17% cents for packing pur- 
poses, but choice beeves declined 10 cents 
on pour shipping demand. ' 


Bank Clearings Are Larger. 

Bank clearings, $164,671,017, are 4.4 per 
cent more than those of the corresponding 
week last year. Choice commercial paper 
was In limited supply. and, while money re- 
mained abundant, few loans were made at 
less than 4% per cent. There was an excel- 
lent demand for choice municipal bonds and 
other gilt edge dividend paying issues, but 
sales of local securities were under the vol- 
ume of a year ago and the ten active stocks 
averaged a decline of 20 cents a share, 

Failures reported in the Chicago district 
were 19, against 28 last week and 29 a year

MIDSUMMER QUIET IN TRADE. 


Some Manufacturing Plants Idle, Al- 
though Other Features Are 
Favorable. 


New York, July 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s week- 
ly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Mti-isummer quiet prevails In mercantile lines 
and the last week has witnessed much idle’ ma- 
chinery at manufacturing plants, yet the tenor 
of reports from leading ojties indicates increas- 
ing confidence in the future. The combination 
of reduced output and good weather for distri- 


bution of seasonable merchandise has improved - 


the situation by contracting stocks of goods in 
the hands of jobbers @nd retailers. Collections 
at the end of the fiscal year were also a little 
better than expected. Transporting lines are more 
active as shown by the increase of 4.2 per cent 
in railway earnings compared with June, 1903. 
Quotations of tron and steel products average 
slightly lower, although the markets are almost 
nominal. Few new contracts were placed last 
week, and the industry ts at the dullest point 
of the year. Output of pig iron is further cur- 
talled, products seeking to prevent a demoraliz- 
ing accumulation. Considerable business is under 
negotiation, however, and better conditions are 
expested in the near future. Increased exports 
of some shapes are reported. More coke ovens 
are Idle and the bituminous coal trade is dull. 
Some tncrease in inquiries for cotton goods at 
first hande has not resulted as yet tn any definite 
expansion of trade. The most favorable develop- 
ment of the week was an increased export demand. 
More new lines of woolens have been opened, but 
others are withheld because of the clothing strike. 
While sellers express themselves as satisfied with 
the progress of trade thus far, a sufficient num- 
ber of high grade lines have not been shown to 
determine the situation. Another week should 
make the outlook more definite: Woolen mills are 
confronted with a rising market for raw ma- 
terial, ranchmen at the west holding the new 
clip for better terms, and the domestic market 
was sustained by the London auction sales. 
Domestic hides of July salting are slightly firm- 
er owing to the better quality, and the tone is 
well maintained, except of brarided hides. of 
which receipts are now large. Conditions remain 
unchanged in the+ market for foreign dry hides. 
Leather is a little steadier. ° New England manu- 
facturers of shoes report a fair mall order busi- 
ness from eastern wholesalers, but western job- 
bers are responding slowly to the sample busi- 
ness. 
Fallures this week numbered 206 in the United 
States, against 194 last year, and twelve in Can- 
ada, compared with twenty-four a year ago. 


At a Low Ebb. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

Trade and industry have been at a low ebb 
this week, reflecting vacation influences, sum- 
mer shutdowns, and generally quiet distributive 
demand. Chief interest, of course, centers in the 
crop situation, and the irregular movements of 
securities and of prices of staples are traceable 
to uncertainty generated by reports of excessive 
‘moisture in the winter wheat belt and too cou! 
weather for corn. Reporte from cotton and oats, 
however, are favorable. Railway earnings con- 
firm earlier reports of good June results in a prob- 
able increase of 3 per cent in gross earnings. 

Wool continues the strongest of the textiles, 
the shifting fro mthe old to the new clip, accom- 
panied by an advance of from 1 cent te 3 cents per 
pound, tnducing considerable buying by manu- 
facturere here and at the. west.

Some labor troubles exist in branches 6f the iron 
and steel ipdustry in Pennsylvania, and the coal 
miners’ strike in Alabama renders manufactur- 
ers firmer in their views as regards pig iron. The 
steel rail mille of the country have about half 
their possible output booked, but the outlook 
for the balance of the year is uncertain. The 
lumber trade is quiet as a whole.

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PLAN AGREEMENTS ‘ON RATES. 


Managers of Companies to Meet in New 
York and Adopt Rules for 
Underwriting. 


It is probable that managing officials of 
American companies and United States man- 
agers of foreign companies will meet soon in 
New York to discuss the proposed important 
“ presidents’ agreement.’’ A tentative form 
has been submitted to the various compa- 
nies. This agreement is intended to cover 
New England, the eastern, and southern 
states. It binds the companies on. rates, 
commissions and practices. 

The basis of commission is fixed at 15 per 
cent, with certain excepted cities, where an 
“overriding commission of 10 per cent can be 
paid the agent. 

Several companies have not been affiliated 
with the Eastern union and the Southeastern 
Tariff association, and this general agree- 
ment is proposed to cover all that territory 
to which all companies y subscribe. It ts 
presumed that if such an agreement is rati- 
fied a rigid system of separation will be fol- 
lowed.

. te years little attention has been given in 
this country to protection against this hazard, the 
‘lightning rod man’ of a generation ago having 
given a bad name to many forms of so-caHed pro- 
tection which were poorly and in many cases er- 
roneously designed. Nevertheless, across the 
water, with the United States government, and 
with the best engineers and architects having im- 
portant structures to provide for, there has been @ 
constant though inconspicuous employment of pro- 
tecting conductors. Such protection deserves more 
serious consideration and more general introduc- 
tion than now prevails, and many intelligent prop- 
erty owners are secking information, wishing, aside 
from any insurance agents, to protect their prop- 
erty against this menace.’’

FINDS 2,241,000 
POPULATION. 
Chicago Directory Estimate 


Just Completed Is Based 
1890 Census. 


BOOK HAS 675,000 NAMES. 


Unmarried Women, Not Em- 
ployed, Are Omitted from 
the List This Year. 


The present population of C 6, COM 
puted from-the census returns for 1890, as 
gtated by the Chicago Directory company, 
which issued the last of its new proof sheets 
yesterday, is 2,241,000, a gain of 10,000 since 
last year. The new directory will contain 
675,000 names, an increase of only 8,000 over 
last year’s canvass. Using the multiple of 
three to compute the entire"population, as is- 
done in many cities, the figures for Chicago 
would be only 1,971,000. The smell increase 
in the number of names contained in the 
directory for 1904 is explained by the fact 
that all unmarried women not employed 

ve been omitted in the forthcoming book. 

With the census returns for 1900 as a 
basis of computation, the present population 
of Chicago would be 1,910,700. This, how- 
ever, is repudiated by the manager of the 
cirectory company as being unfair. 


Expleins Basis of Computation. 


“ The government census of 1900,”’ declared 
Manager Henry L. Smith, “ was such a sip- 
shod achievement as to be unreliable. A sub- 
sequent canvass taken in Evanston showed 
that more than a thousand names in a total! 
of 20,000 had been missed. 

“Our present estimate of Chicago’s popu- 
lation is based on the earlier census report as 
being the more careful one. We get our fig- 
ures by assuming that the number of names 
in the directory in a census year will be to the 
population as recorded as the number of 
names in the present directory is to K—the 
total population. This system eliminates the 
residual error that might obtain in the use of 
a fraétional number as a multiple, and makes 


the result correct if the census returns are 


The views of the committee members were 
crystallized into definite form by Ald.

The population of Chicago for last year 
was estimated at 2,231,000. In 1908 the di- 
rectory contained 654,000 names, an increase 
over the figures for 1902 of 28,500. The lat- 
ter figures were 18,800 higher than those of 
the year previous. The city increases in 
population practically 50,000 annually. 

The movement of population has been in 
the direction of the north and the northwest.

During the last 
month 1,000 persons have been employed on 
the directory. Of these 465 were canvassers. 
The actual work of compiling and arranging 
occupied one month. 


Johnsons Head the List. .

Polish, are classed under the Zs.

SEES NO MYSTERY IN RADIUM. 


Prof, Millikan at the University of Chi- 
_ cago Ridicules the Idea of 


in 


Phenomena. - 


That there is anything mysterious or rev- 
dlutionary in the recent discoveries concern- 
ing radium was denied by Prof. Robert A. 
Millikan of the University of Chicago in @ 
lecture last night in Mandel hall. 

“Radium is an element not greatly dif- 
ferent from all the others,’ he said. “ Its 
activity is not an isolated phenomenon. It 
fits into the orderly scheme of scientific 
knowledge and supplements established the- 
gries, but does not destroy them. 

“The shooting off particles from radium 


ics. It is analogous to the exploding of 
stellar systems, which astronomers tell us 
constantly is occurring. The rate of the 


hundred billion a second—is no greater rela- 
tively than that of the disintegration of 
stars. Calculations show that radium can- 
not last longer than 1,000,000 years—a brief 
period in geological time. In that time all 
the radium on the earth will have passed 
away. 

“ There are two theories as to the origin of 
radium; one that it is derived from uranftim; 
the other, that it is built up from simpler 
elements. The latter is without substantia- 
tion In inorganic chemistry.”’ 


PASTORS MUST BE PRACTICAL. 


Change in the System of Education Is 
Advocated by Prof. Shaiier 
Mathews. 


Practical education for ministers was ad- 
vocated yesterday by Prof. Shailer Mathews 
of the University of Chicago in a lecture 
on “The Pastor and the Sunday School.” 
_“ The seventeenth century,” declared Prof. 
Mathews, “‘ holds sway over the theological 
seminaries of the present day and their 
curricula leave out the most important sub- 
ject of all, the training of the young min- 
ister as an orgenizer and a leader in Sunday 
school work. Our ministers must be some- 
thing else than preachers. We want them to 
be able to do something; to bring things to 


pass. 

“IT almost would rather have a paid and 
competent superintendent in the Sunday 
school than a paid preacher who took inter- 
est only in the church. The time is coming 
when ministers*must put their whole energy 
into the church and Sunday school. They 
must leave off their work on committees 


and their promiscuous lecturing and attend 
to business at home.”’

wall THE RUINS OF TEMPLES. 


University of Chicago Oriental Expedi- 


tion Secures Relics After Excavation 
of Babylonian Debris by 120 Workers 


' The discovery by the University of Chi- 


cago’s oriental expedition of the ruins of a 
Babylonian temple containing vases, statues, 
and inscriptions dating back to 4500 B. C. 
has just been announced by E. J. Banks, field 
director. 

With a force of 120 men Dr. Banks has 


ruined walls and foundations of four 
temples, built one above,the other. Dr. 
Banks dates these ruins thus with refer- 
ence to the kings who built them. 

Among the articles which Dr. Banks ha’ 


marble lamp, fragments of white marble, 
onyx and sandstone vases, and various 
bronze objects,.among them a large spike 
terminating in a finely shaped lion. 

** When the work at this point is finished,”’ 
writes Dr. Banks, “I hope to have a good 
representative collection of vases of marble 
and other stones used in the services of the 
temple.”’
